POLICE BAFFLED 





Dr. William Campbell, Miss Ma- 
bel Ellebra dnd Relatives 
Won’t Give Information. 





Foiled at every turn by the reticence | 


of Dr. William Campbell, Miss Mabel 
E.llebra, his divorcee friend, and the rel- 
atives of both, and with only the state- 
ments made by Dr. Campbell's estranged 
wife to guide them, the police have been 
unable to solve the three-days’ mystery 
of the attack in which Dr. Campbell 


was slashed with a knife while walk- 
ing with Miss Ellebra at 11 p. m. Fri- 
day, 

Dr. Campbell, under surgical treat- 
ment at the home of his parents, 3827 
Shenandoah avenue, has made no public 
statement since he told the police soon 
after the cutting that .he knew the 
man who attacked him, but would not 
réveal his name. 

Repeated rings brought no response 
at the Campbell home or at the home of 
Miss Ellebra at 3831 Shenandoah avenue 
Monday. In the neighborhood it was 
said that little was known of Miss Elle- 
bra, except that she was believed to 
have obtained a divorce from a man 
named Ford last April. The St. Louis 
court records do not show this divorce. 

Dr. Campbell’s wife, Caroline, who is 
now living at the home of Dr. E. A. 
Scott, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday that Miss Ellebra’s kimono 
caused dissension in her husband’s fam- 
ily. 

“This Mabel, whom I do not know, 
visited the home of my husband’s par- 
ents in Belleville about a month ago 
and was there about a week,” said Mrs. 
Campbell. ‘‘My husband’s brother, Sam, 
was there with his wife.. Mabel created 
a family ruction. , 

“Sam Campbell objected to Mabel going: 
about the house in her kimono. He 
said he wasn’t accustomed to anything 
like that. This caused a family quarrel, 
and Sam and his wife left the Campbell 
home. They are now living in East St. 


Louis. 3 imei. 
“T never saw this Mabel, but I negra, 
of her after my h d and I pees 
e 


ed. I heard her referred to as 
blonde and as the girl with the willow 
plume.”’ 

Mrs. Campbell says Miss Ellebra was 
not the cause of her separation from 
her husband. 

‘‘We were living on the third floor 
above my husband’s dental office at 
1700 South Broadway,’’ she said. ‘“‘My 
husband got into the habit of staying 
out late at night. If it was Wednes- 
day night he would say he was at a 
meeting of the Dental School Alumni. 
If it was Thursday night he would say 
he was at the meeting of the South 
Rroadway Merchants’ Association. 

“Friends told me that the dental 
alumni met only once a year, and that 
the South Broadway Merchants’ Asso- 
clation met once a month. A dentist 
friend told me that it cost $75 to attend 
the alumni banquets and I knew my 
husband couldn’t afford that. 

“One night about three months ago 
my husband started out. I told him 
if he remained away late I would go 
home to my mother. He stayed out 
late and I went home. I intend to 
sue for a divorce.” 

Mrs. QGampbell says she has been in- 
formed that Mabel Ellebra’s husband, 
Ford, was a dentist. 

The police have been told that. Mabel 
Ellebra frequently telephoned to a Wil- 
liam Ford in Granite City and that 
Ford is now in Oregon. Mrs, Campbell 
says she knows of no man who would 
have had a motive to attack her hus- 
band. 

The Campbells were married four 
years ago. For three years after that 
Mrs. Campbell lived at the home of her 
husband’s parents in Belleville while he 


attended a dental college.

She was 
compelled to depend upon her earnings 
ag a choir soloist and vaudeville singer 
for the support of herself and her son, 
Gilson, 12 years old, she said. She asked 
the custody of the boy. 

She. possesses a meZzo-soprano voice 
of considerable power, and studied vo- 
cal expression in Berlin in 1907 and 
1908. Before that she was a soloist in 
various church choirs, her latest posi- 
tion having been at the West Presby- 
terian Church. 

After her return from Europe, she 
became a member of a woman’s quar- 
tet which was successful in vaudeville, 
and was heard for a week at the Co- 
lumbia Theater. She is a member of a 
prominent central Missouri family, and 
lived in Jefferson City before her mar- 
riage in 1898.

REBER REPLIES 10 
LABOR PROTEST ON 
GRADE CROSSINGS 


Thinks Objection to City Paying 
Damages Is Based on Misap- 
prehension of Facts. 





President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
Ye Improvements Monday said that the 
resolution passed by the Central Trades 
and Labor Union Sunday, protesting 
against the payment by the city of con- 
sequential damages in the elimination 
of grade crossings, was evidently passed 
under a misapprehension of the facts. 

The resolution protested against the 
city paying any portion of the damages, 
and said: 

*“‘Your committee predicts that an at- 
tempt will be made to saddle the dam- 
ages on the city, at least present indi- 
cations point in that direction, unless a 
strenuous protest is made by the small 
home owners and taxpayers against it, 
as it means an increased tax on those 
least able to bear it.”’ 

Reber’s Statement. 

Reber said: ‘“‘The cost to be paid by 
the city would fall on the people who 
pay the taxes. The larger portion of 
the taxes are paid by others than labor- 
ing men, and yet they would be greatly 
benefited by the elimination of grade 
crossings. 

“It seems to me they are complaining 
of something which would greatly bene- 
fit them and would cost them practical- 
ly nothing.”’

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DEATH AT HOME 
IS UNCONSCIOUS 


Jurist Is 77 and Heretofore Has 
Enjoyed Good Health Despite 
Civil War Wounds.

JEFFERSON . CITY, Stas 27.—Judge 


James B,. Gantt, for 20 years a member 
of the Supreme Court, is near death at 
his residence in this city. Judge Gantt 
was a candidate for re-election on the 
Democratic ticket in 1910, but was de- 
feated by Judge John C. Brown, whose 
title to the seat on the bench Judge 
Gantt is contesting. 
Judge Gantt is nearly 77 years old, but 
until recently he enjoyed good health, 
in spite of five wounds he received in 
the Confederate service in the Civil 
War. He received two of them at Get- 
tysburg and two at the Battle of the 
Wilderness, one of which caused him to 
walk with a limp the rest of his life. 
Discomforts from his wounds, and 
liver trouble, which attacked him recent- 
ly, caused the jurist’s latest iliness., 
Before his election to the Supreme 
bench, Judge Gantt lived in Clinton 
and served six years on the Circuit 
bench there. 
The Judge is not expected to Hve 24 
hours. He has been unconscious since 
last night.

Edna Reeves, a medical graduate, from 
Albert H. Reeves, who, she testified, de- 
serted her a few hours after they were 
married, Dec. 20, 1910.

Final. Round-Up Before Prima- 
ries Begun by Leading Re- 
publican Opponents. 


TAFT FOLLOWING COAST 


Colonel, Forbidden to Use 
Princeton Hall, Will Speak 
From Balcony of Inn. 


NEWARK, N. J., May 27.—This was 
another day of hard riding and fast 
talking for President Taft and Col. 
Roosevelt. Tomorrow New Jersey will 
instruct her 2 delegates to the national 
omvention and the last full day of the 
Primary campaign was utilized by both 
candidates to its last hour. 

Many other signs besides the meteor- 
ike trips of the candidates made it ap- 
parent that the State was at the crisis 


of a big political battle. The billboards 
which stretch for miles along the rail- 
road lines out of New York flamed with 
political posters. The newspapers are 
full of political advertisements and cam- 
paign literature has been distributed by 
the ton. 

Col. Roosevelt started from Oyster 
Bay early this morning for what may 
be his last day of campaigning before 
the national convention unless he de- 
cides to go to South Dakota. It was 
said the Colonel might visit the latter 
State if President Taft spoke there, but 
that the President’s intentions were un- 
known. 

Col. Roosevelt's itinerary included a 
mumber of large towns in the central 
part of the State, ending at Princeton 
with a speech from a balcony of Prince- 
ton Inn. The selection of this rostrum, 
it was said, was caused by the refusal 
of President Hibben of Princeton to let 
any of the buildings be used for a po- 
litical meeting if anything derogatory 
‘Was to be said about President Taft, who 
‘Was the institution’s guest recently at 
President Hibben’s inauguration. 

Taft will continue his campaign until 
the polls open at 1 o’clock tomorrow. 
Today he started from New York, where 
+e spent Sunday and last night, for the 
towns on the Atlantic Coast. His day’s 
work will end at Atlantic City, where 
he will spend the night. 

Wilson's last speech before the 
Primaries was scheduled at his home 
an Princeton, The Woodrow Wilson Club

TAFT ESCAPES FROM 
BIG CROWD IN STREET 


Goes for Walk and Has to Take 
Refuge in Friend’s 


Home. 
NEW YORK, May 27.—President Taft 








Taft, 386 West Forty-eighth street, at 
6:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, for a 
gtroll. He was accompanied by his sec- 
retary, Charles D. Hilles, and two secret 
‘service agents. They turned north on 
Fitth avenue, and on approaching Fif- 
tleth street, several mén and women 
greeted the President. A crowd began 
‘to gather behind him. A half dozen 
Doys ran at his heels, shouting “There's 
the President, hurrah!” | 
_ Inspector George McClusky, who was 
out for an afternoon stroll, encountered 
‘the presidential party at Fifty-fifth 
street. He elbowed his way through the 
crowd and ordered one of the police- 
man to call for the reserves from the 
‘Fitty-firet Street Station. The order was 
‘quickly countermanded by the Presi- 
dent, who jokingly remarked that. he 
“guessed everything would be all right.” 
There were fully 1000 persons crush- 
ing and crowding one another when Taft 
Teached Fifty-sixth street. There the 
~ President halted a moment, then started [ 
‘across the avenue, saying to his secre- 
tary, “Come along, Hilles. Follow me.” 
The. police and secret service men 
‘made a lane through the crowds. Reach- 
tng the east side of the avenue Taft 
hurried down East Fifty-sixth street. 
‘At No. 3, the home of John L. Cadwal- 
Mader, Taft climbed the steps and rang 
‘the bell. When the door was opened 
‘Taft waved his hat at the crowds and 
"jentered. Long cheering followed. 
‘Cadwallader, law partner of Henry W. 
watt, entertained his unexpected guest 
oa for a short time. Secretary Hilles 
for the presidential touring 
ear, which arrived within twenty min- 
The President then took a short 
‘spin through Central Park before return- 
ing to his brother’s home.

ident Taft and Col. Roosevelt are de- 
bating for points in the preliminary po- 
litical “try outs’’ in New Jersey, the 
stage is being set at Chicago for the 
first round of final and decisive battle 
for the control of the National con- 
vention. If surface indications count 
for anything the moving picture privil- 
eges of the drama to be enacted there 
should establish a new high record for 
such educational devices. 
All the fighting men—one and two 
sword experts—are scheduled to take a 
hand in the scrimmage that is to pro- 
vide entertainment and trouble for the 
Committee on Arrangements which 
meets on June 6 to get ready the ring 
and gloves for the final bout. Until 
that committee concludes -its work, the 
tables of delegates given out to support 
the claims of the rival candidates for 
the presidential nomination—President 
Taft, Col. Rooseveli, Senator La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin’ and Senator Cum- 
mins of Iowa—are of little consequence, 
being mainly: valuable as political fic- 
tion and as providing reasons for the 
rows to follow. 
Divesting these claims of as much of 
the improbable as actually established 
facts justify, the latest editions of the 





delegates: 


Taft—530, 
Roosevelt—404. 
La Fellette—36. 
Cum mins—10, 
Contested—14, 
To be elected—S4., 
Total delegates—1078. 
The line reading “contested’’ is not 
to be accepted as final. It will require 
much heated argument, which may com- 
pell police interference, the calling of 
many disagreeable names, the disrup- 
tion of many long-standing friendships 
and the discarding of all the old time 
guages and landmarks before the cor- 
rect reading of it will be provided. The 
Committee on Arrangements will take 
the initial step to determine the merits 
of the claims of the contestants for 
seats for which other men hold creden- 
tials. That is not going to be an easy 
job for the committee. The fighting 
men of each army will be on hand to 
dispute the claim of the other. 

The committee is composed of the 
following members of the national com- 
mittee: Harry S. New of Indiana, 
chairman; Arthur §. Vorys of: Ohio, 
Franklin Murphy of New Jersey, David 
Mulvane of Kansas, Ralph W. Williams 
of Oregon, Victor Rosewater of Ne- 
braska and H. C. Duncan of North 
Carolina. Vorys, Murphy, Mulvane, 
Williams and Duncan are for Taft, 
though both Williams and Mulvane are 
under fire at home, their states having 
declared for Roosevelt. Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock is believed to con- 
trol Rosewater, the acting chairman 
of the national committee. The Roose- 
Velt people may “get” Williams’ and 
Mulvane. 

On the Skirmish Line. 


So, as matters now stand, the sympa- 
thies of the majority of these gentle- 
men are with President Taft, and it is 
but ratural that any advantage will 
favor him, all things being equal. But 
Col. Roosevelt has declared it his pur- 
pose to see that they are not equal. 
He will send some of his most ferocious 
fighters to make things equal—his way. 
He has already sent the advance guard 
of his scouting force to Chicago to keep 
an eye on the enemy. 
Ormsby McHarg, schooled and skilled 
in the recruiting of delegates, is the 
chief of these scouts. At the first alarm 
McHarg sends out, the Colonel will rush 
his one-sword men, Beveridge, Glass- 
cock, Johnson, Works and Murdock, to 
show the committee the error of its 
way and conclusions. 
The President has made former Sena- 
tor Dick of Ohio his chief of scouts. 
“C Q D” from Dick will bring the 
Taft one-sword men a-running—Hitch- | 
cuck, Nagel, Gallinger and the ammuni- 
tion bearers. 
With all this scrapping talent in action, 
the future promises much entertainment 
tur everybody except members of the 
committee. When the committee has 
completed its report—and gen- 
ted nerve enough to sign it—then the 
performers will show ‘up to fight the 
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-tain the renomination of President Taft. 


A minority for him means but one thing 
—the romination of the Colonel, with an 
outsiGe chance for Senator La Follette 
ur Senator Cummins, or in the event of 
» dezdlock between the Taft-Roosevelt 
forces, for a dark horse; perhaps one 
with dark whiskers, dark brown, slightly 
shot with gray strands. No matter 
what the final outcome, the presenta- 
tion and consiceration of the report of 
tne Commit ttee on Arrangements—trans- 
inittec through the national committee 
—is certain to be characterized by a 
show that will be worth the money. 


The Two-Sword Men. 
Before the last colored delegate, Fed- 
eral officeholder, dynamite shooter or 
militant progressive has been fired out 
to the: indignation of his favorite for the 
presicential nomination, the two-sword 
men will be called into action. 

For the President there will be Barnes, 
the New York boss; Crane, the Massa- 
chusetts master, slightly disfigured; 
Sherman, the Vice-President, who will 
have to don his fighting togs to save his 
prestige; Elihu Root, who is scheduled 
for temporary chairman—which is an- 
vther trouble story; ‘“‘Gussie’’ Gardner, 
son-in-law of Cabot Lodge (temporarily 
out of commission because of divided 
effect.ons); Secretary Nagel of the Taft 
Cabinet, who !ost his own State of Mis- 
souri: Hemmingway and Keiling, pro- 
nounced Indiana ‘“reactionaries”’ of 
whom the Colonel has spoken eloquently 
and disrespectfully; Aldrich, undesira- 
fe, but influential; Burton, who could 
not carry his own eity of Cleveland; 
Camptell of Kansas, who can and will 
fight; ‘‘Unele Joe’ Cannon, McCall, 
Vawney, Odell, Maltby, Bradley, Payne, 
Weeks, all of “‘reactionary’’ fame, and 
wnex the one effective warrior in the 
Ta:.t Cabinet, barring Hitchcock, who 
can fight, but won't, 

The Colonel has a most impressive 
battery of two-sword men available for 
the conflict—Stubbs, the red-headed 
Kansas Governor, who can fight with 
his fists as well as his head—and talk 
faster than even the Colonel; Deneen, 
the Illinois Governor, who measures up 
io the fighting class when encouraged, 
as do Glasscock, the West Virgenia Gov- 
sarnor’ Johnson, ditto, of California; Os- 
borne. ditto, of Michigan; Borah of 
Idaho a field marshal of political war- 
fare: Works, the California ‘“‘progres- 
elve;” Bristow, one of the Kansas two- 
sword men; Perkins and Hanna, effi- 
cient “outside men,” and competent 
chancellors of the Roosevelt exchequer; 
Klinn of Pennsylvania, ditto; Prender- 
gast, Woodruff’s discovery, now turned 
progressive,’ and Clapp of Minnesota, 
who may be the temporary chairman of 
the convention and the umpire to see to 
it that the Colonel gets the kind of a 
“square deal’ he wants. 

Colonel for Chairman. 

Clapp will naturally figure in what 
may prove to be the most spectacular 
row In the organization of the conven- 
tion. It is the present purpose of the 


Colonel to make Clapp handle the gavel : 


or “bnngstarter,”’ if one is required 
to get the Colonel what he wants as he 
wants it. But if the “reactionaries” 
show any disposition to reject Clapp, it 
is not entirely beyond the range of de- 
velopments that they may have to take 
the Colonel himself. The possibility of 
such a contingetcy has been discussed 
which will enhance this chronicle of the 
fact in the eyes of Senator Root—Roose- 
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000 eight years ago to help the Colonel 
out, and incidentally wanted to know 
“Where do I stand.” 

The mere suggestion that the Colonel 
may seek open conflict with his old ally 
is enough to raise the price of conven- 
tion tickets in the opinion of Republic- 
an politicians. The Colonel is not even 
a delegate as yet, while the Senator is 
a delegafeegt-large from the Colonel’s 
own great State of New York. But 
that is a trifling omission, easily recti- 
fied. The Colonel can get a “proxy”’ 
from any of the seven delegates who 
were elected to vote for him out of the 
9) sent from New York, or any one of 
more than 400 delegates from other 
states who would cheerfully stand up 
for the privilege of witnessing what 
would follow. 

The Colonel has breezily declared that 
Root shall not be temporary chairman 
of the Chicago show—he is too well ac- 
quainted with the almost superhuman 
skill of the New York statesman, a 
knowledge born of intimate experience. 
He has expressed both sorrow and re- 
gret to find Root in what the Colonel 
describes to be ‘“‘bad company’’—presum- 
ably meaning President Taft. 

“It is a singular fact.” he safd some 
time ago, “that whenever Elihu gets 
very far away from me he forgets his 
best friend. I must have a talk with 
him.” 

Colonel’s Force Stronger, 

As far as can be learned, the Colonel 
and Root haven't had that ‘“‘talk’’ yet. 
What Root proposes to do in ,the event 
of the Colonel carrying out his plan—if 
such a step is necessary—has not been 
disclosed. But there isn’t a Republican 
or Democratic or Prohibition or Socialist 
or suffrage boss or leader who doesn’t 
hope he accepts the gage of battle and 
invites the Colonel to take a hand in a 
real fight. 

Measuring up the two armies that 
will battle for the supremacy—not omit- 
ting a casual eye for Senator La Follette 
and Henry Cochems of Wisconsin plug- 
ging away at both from side lines—the 
Colonel would seem to have the best at- 
tacking force. The most prolific conver- 
sationalists, the more  plethoric ex- 
chequer, guarded by Flinn, Perkins and 
Dan Hanna. It is not well to overlook 
either La Follette or Cochems. -Both 
can talk, especially Cochems, and they 
are just boiling over with indignation 
at the round (not square) deal given La 
Fr ollette by the Colonel. 

In the opinions of leaders of both fac- 
tions the Cummins boom doesn’t count 
for much. Expert testimony is either 
the President or the Colonel will take 
the 10 delegates away from the Iowa 
Senator as easily as robbing a crippled 
sparrow of a bread crust. The indica- 
tions favor the President, he having 
corrallied 16 of the delegates from the 
Iowa progressive’s home State. 

If the Colonel should win the struggle

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for the organization of the convention— 
and the men betting think he has a 9 to 5 
chance—there is certain to be a fine row 
over the construction of the party plat- 
form. The Colonel has not given much 
thought to it during his sprint for 
delegates and some of his most ardent 
supporters incline to the belief that he 
doesn’t care particularly about it. But 
some of the genuine Progressives, like 
Clapp, Borah, Cummings, Bristow, 
Works, Johnson, Colby (not Bainbridge 
of New York and the Harvester Trust, 
but Everett of Jersey and genuine Pro- 
gress) Murdock, Glasscock and Poin- 
dexter care much about it and intend 
to have a great deal to say about the 
construction of it. 

Some of these men are quite familiar 
with the tendency of the Colonel to 
overlook the importance of party plat- 
forms and they mean to make up for 
this trifling defect in his otherwise al- 
most perfect character. They intend 
to build a simon-pure blown-in-the- 
bottle Progressive platform, even at the 
risk of giving offense to New York, 
Massachusetts and other “reactionary” 
states, thereby costing the Colonel some 
votes. 


This they will do, of course, 
control the convention, 

That it is the determination to pro- 
vide the Colonel with a platform which 
will scent of the old aroma of the 
Stubbs prairies and serve the demand of 
the most militant of Oklahoma, Colo- 
rado and Idaho Progressives is to be 
easily established.

RAILWAYS REPAIRING

NEW ORLEANS, May 27.—Ralilroads 
in the submerged territory north and 
east of Millville, are organizing gangs 
to rush repairs of the road beds and 
bridges damaged by the waters from 
the Torras, Dog Tail, Panther Forest 
and Beulah breaks. The Texas and 
Pacific, Southern Pacific and the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Pacific suffered 
heavy damage by the washouts. 

The crevasse at’ Hymelia, 30 miles 
above New Orleans has widened to more 
than 2500 feet and is considerably wider 
than the river at that point. The Gov- 
ernment forces have been withdrawn 
only a few laborers being left to lend 
tools and equipments.

With That as Platform Any Move 
for Protestant Unity Won’t 
Endure, He Says. 


Warfare on the Catholic Church as a 
platform for a Federation of Protestant 
churches will bring defeat to any move- 
ment that is attempted for Protestant 
unity today, the Rev. Dr. Samuel J. 
Niccolls, pastor of the Second Presby- 
terian Church, told 50 members of the 
Ministers’ Evangelica: Alliance in 
monthly meeting at the Planters’ Hotel 
Monday. 

“This is so,’ Dr. Niccolls said, ‘‘not 
because we are afraid to attack what 
we think is wrong about the Catholic 
Church, but simply because the mem- 
bers of our churches will not support 
any such movement. The growth of the 
spirit of toleration among all religions 
has oe this about.”’ 


poses Federation Here. 
Dr. Niesolls is heading a movement 


for Protestant Church federation in St. 
Louis. Nearly 50 ministers already have 
pledged him their aid. His plan is to 
have the federation conduct mass meet- 
fags for the masses in tents scattered 
about the city. There will be as many 
tents as funds can be raised to supply. 

Dr. Niccolls said that the success the 
Catholic Church was havink was due 
to what he termed its outward unity. 
He urged a similar unity of Protestant 
churches that would have some other 
motive to bind it together than simply 
opposition ‘to the Catholic Church. 

“At different times in the history of 
the Protestant Church it has had unity,” 
said Dr. Niccolls. '“‘We were united at 
she time of the Reformation because 
then we got together in antagonism to 
the Catholic Church. 

“Some thirty years ago we had the 
United Evangelical Society. Its purpose 
was the evangelization of Catholic na- 
tions. That society expired of innoc- 
vous desuetude, after serving for a time 
to keep us united. Such a society could 
net exist today just because our mem- 
Yers will not stand for it. Enlighten- 
ment is coming to all, though in differ- 
ent Ways. 

“The success of the reformation de- 
stroyed our unity. Because then we had 
nothing to oppose in common and the 
narrowness and bigotry of denomina- 
tions which brought about sectarian- 
ism, kept us apart. Each denomination 
began to assume that it was the par- 
ticular residuum of the kingdom of 
heaven on earth. Of course there was 
even then the hope of unity, as for in- 
stance, the Presbyterians hoped that 
soon all woulé become Presbyterians. 

“But we have had also a different 
kind of hope of unity, such as that 
manifested in the formation of such 
organizations as the American Bible So- 
clety.’’ 

Dr. Niccolls closed his address with 
an urgent appeal to the ministers to 


new federation.

Mrs. Mary Kelly Contends Pro- 
prietary Road Is Responsible 


* and Asks $50,000.

Man Was Killed While Working 
on Tracks in Snow- 
storm.

On the theory that the Terminal Rail- 
road Association is a mere agent of the 
15 proprietary lines, Mrs. Mary Kelly, 
administratrix of the estate of John 
Kelly, filed suit for 350,000 Monday 
against the Frisco railroad, 


Kelly, an employe of the Frisco, was 
killed Feb. 26, by an interstate freight 
car, kicked by the Terminal onto a 
Frisco switch 50 feet west of Jefferson 
avenue. He was salting a switch in 
a heavy snow storm to keep it from be- 
ing frozen. 

Although Kelly’s death was not due 
to any negligence on the part of em- 
ployes of the Frisco, the suit alleges | 
that the Frisco is a member of the Ter- 
minal Association, which is controlled 
by an appointed board of directors rep- 
resenting all of the 15 lines. 

Says Negligence Caused Death. 

The suit was filed for Mrs. Kelly by 
Attorney George Safford, who holds 
that the Frisco is liable for the death 
of Kelly because he was killed through 
the negligence of an agency of the rail- 
road. 

The suit was filed in the United 
States District Court. Attorney Safford 
is seeking to revoke the Federal liability 
statue, which provides that contributory 
negligence shall not be set up as a de- 
fense. 

“This law anime that the employer 
of the injured person only can be sued,”’ 
said Attorney Safford. “We are there- 
fore suing the Frisco Railroad, because 
we believe we will be able to show that 
the Terminal was handling the car that 
killed Kelly as the agent of the different 
proprietary lines, and not as an inde- 
pendent company. 

“The negligence of the Terminal, 
which in this instance resulted in killing 
@ man, under our theory of the case, 
is the negligence of all the railroad lines 
it represents. It was decided in a recent 
case by the Supreme Court that the 
Terminal was merely an agent of the

PLANS: OF PROSECUTION 


Decision on Evidence of Alleged 
Bribery in McNamara Trial 





Awaited.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 27.—The 
trial of Clarence Darrow, the Chicago la- 
bor lawyer, for alleged jury bribery, was 
scheduled to be resumed at 1:30 o*clock 
this afternoon, with George N. Lock- 
wood, the Grand Army man who Satur- 


tempt to bribe him as a prospective 
juror in the McNamara trial, on the 


‘stand, for the completion of his direct 


examination, probably after a ruling by 
Judge Hutton on the admissibility . of 
evidence regarding other instances of al- 
leged bribery in the McNamara trial. 

Judge Hutton indicated Saturday that 
he would decide today, but it was ex- 
pected that some time would be con- 
sumed by the arguments of counsel for 
both sides. 

It is not believed that the prosecution 
hopes to connect Darrow with the Lock- 
wood bribery through Lockwood him- 
self, as it is said to be the intention of 
the District Attorney to present that 
phase of the case through Bert H. 
Franklin, who is expected to follow 
Lockwood on the stand. 

The defense has promised a gruelling 
cross-examination for both Lockwood 
and Franklin, particularly the la crer, 
who pleaded guilty to the nmaiemment of 
bribing Lockwood and was fined $4000. 


BOY IN COUNTY IS

Plans to help Speaker Champ Clark 
win the nomination for the presidency 
and to harmonize the factions which 
are advancing aspirants for the office 
of Governor, were discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Democratic State Committee 
at the Southern Hotel Monday. 

It was estimated by those at the meet- 
ing that at least 1000 Democratic leaders 
from the various counties of Missouri 
will attend the Baltimore convention. 

Three special trains, to‘be known as 
the Champ Clark Special No. 1, the 
Champ Clark Special No. 2 and the 
Houn’ Dog Special, will depart from St. 
Louis for Baltimore Saturday, June 22, 
with nart of the Champ Clark rooters. 

Resolutions indorsing Clark’s candi- 
Gacy and urging alsg that he file for 
Congress in the Ninth District, iatro- 
duced by John D. O’Rear, of Mexico, 
Mo., were unanimously adopted. 


Cc. J. Stanton of Ste. Genevieve Coun- 
ty, J. D.. Orear of <Audrain County, 
Henry T. Lee of Boone County, B. H. 
Rucker of Phelps County, J. W. Far- 
ley of Platte County, E. A. Bunton of 
De Kalb County and William Chandler 
of Newton County, were appointed a 
subcommittee to make sure that some- 
body files for every State and county 
office in Missouri before June 7. 

Methudy’s Place to Be lled. 

The committee took official cognizance 
of the resignation of State Senator 
Adolph E. Methudy, a Republican, who 
has gone to the Southwest for his 
health. Methudy’s term as Senator from 
the Thirtieth District does not expire 
until 1914, and the contest for the of- 
fice consequently will be one of im- 
portance. 

Patrick O'Donnell, chairman for the 
Twelfth Congressional District, in- 
formed the committee that Michae] Kin- 
ney, a former constable in St. Louis, 
will file notice next Thursday of his 
candidacy to succeed his brother, the 
late Thomas E. Kinney, in the State 
Senate. 

Senator Kinney’s term would have ex- 
pired in December: Resolutions of re- 
spect to his memory were adopted by the 
committee, of which he was a member 
for several years. O'Donnell was au- 
thorized to call a meeting in his dis- 
trict to decide whether Colin M. Selph 
or Clinton H. Boogher should be an al- 
ternate to the national convention to 
succeed Senator Kenney. 

One of the most important offices for 
which no Democrat has filed is that of 
Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals. June 7 is the last day for filing 
notice of candidacy for this office. 

Joseph P. Davis, a St. Louis attorney, 
informed the committee he had just 
mailed to Secretary of State Roach a 
notice of his candidacy for the office 
of Attorney-General. 

Democratic workers’ were active out- 
side the committee rooms, supporters of 
William 8S. Cowherd, Kansas City aspir- 
ant for Governor, being the most con- 
spicuous, Among the workers for Cow- 
herd were R. E. O'Malley, a Kansas 
City Alderman, and Judge Hugh C. Gil- 
bert, presiding officer of the Jackson 
County Court.

O more auspicious opening of the 
West End Heights dramatic sea- 
son could have been wished than 

was scored Sunday afternoon and even- 
ing by the new stock company in “Mrs.

The clever three-act play was excel- 
lently presented. William Jossey, who 
again heads the Heights players, led in 
excellence, playing the role of Frank 
Fuller, the facile fibster who loyally 
strives to help his friend, Jack Temple, 
out of a domestic complication caused 
by an enforced all-night absence from 
home. The part was presented with ad- 
mirable effectiveness. Mr. Jossey has 
a light and easy touch in fun making, 
and so deftly was his work done that it 
kept his audience in ripples of laughter 
from start to finish. 

The part of Mrs. Temple was delight- 
fully played by Miss Enid May Jackson, 
the new leading woman, who lost not a 
moment’s time in proving herself a fin- 
ished and magnetic actress. 

The inherent comedy attaching to the 
role of the pretty young wife whose 
jealous love for her husband is the basis 
of the play’s plot was skillfully brought 
out, vastly tickling the house with a 
sympathetic relish of little Mrs. Tem- 
ple’s moods that made all the more en- 
joyable the sudden happy straightening 
out of things at the play’s close. Miss 
Jackson’s methods are graceful and con- 
fident and she established an immediate 
St. Louis following. 

Of the other players in the new com- 
pany, the best comedy work was done 
by Harry S¢ott as Wigson, the butler, 
a humorous drawing of very distinct 
merit. Harvey Hayes as Jack Temple 
needs to relax just a trifle from an 
overstrained earnestness that does not 
»roperly belong to farce-comedy, and, 
in the play’s later phases, he gave sat- 
isfying proof that he is capable of doing 
sv. He’s a likable chap in the role, and 
may develop into a prime summer fa- 
vorite. 

Alice Mason was very pleasing in the 
ingenue role of Dorothy, Mrs. Tem- 
ple’s sister, and Will Dorhim as Capt. 
Sharpe, her sweetheart, was a good foil 
to her. A quite clever bit of grotesque 
character work was done by Dora 
Mitchell as Mrs. Brown, with the John 
Brown of Alvyn Martin's playing a close 
second along similar lines. Dixie Lee 
as Mrs. Fuller had less opportunity than 
otners in the cast. She did well what 
little there was for her to do. 

The performance was distinctly clean- 
cut, high-class and wholesome in qual- 
itv.

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BOY OF 11 TRIES 
TO SAVE MOTHER 
FROM “TAR PARTY” 


Woman in Maryland Town De- 
clares Officials Were in 
Plot. 





BALTIMORE, Md., May 27.—Details 
were learned today of the beating and 
tarring of Mrs. Mary Holzman in Ocean 
City, Md., last Tuesday by a gang of 
‘‘vigilantes.”” The men broke into her 
home, kicked and beat her and dipped 
her into a vat of tar in the presence 
of her ll-year-old son, who made des- 
rerate efforts to protect his mother. 
When the vigilantes had gone the 
woman left the town and sought shelter 
in the home of Tom Jones, a negro, 
three miles out in the country. One of 
the charges against her had been that 
She harbored negro men. She declares 
there is no truth in the report. 
“It was 10 o'clock Tuesday night,”’ 
said Mrs. Holzman today, “when I was 
awakened by the smashing of glass in 
the room where I slept. Hardly had I 
time to put .@ few clothes on when 
the door was burst in. The men num- 
bered about ten. Three I recognized 
(and she gave the names.) The others 
Tt did not know. When I screamed they 
struck me and sometimes kicked me. 
Every tooth I have is loose and my back 
and limbs are black and blue from the 
blows and kicks they gave me. | 
‘Some of them grabbed me around 
the neck and others by the arms. They 
also caught my feet. Holding me in 
this way they rushed to a barrel of tar 
in which I was thrown. They forced 
me down until my whole body was 
covered. Some of it still clings to me. 
“The lights were out,’’ continued Mrs. 
Holzman. “I know that the’ town of- 
ficials were aiding the men because the 
lights continued out for half an hour. 
When the men finished their work the 
whole town was lighted as usual. Af- 
ter I had been in the tar barrel for per- 
haps ten minutes they dragged me out, 
threw me on a drying board close by 
and walked away. 
“I was too frightened to do any thing, 
but the cries of my son attracted the 
attention of Elmer Jones, son of Capt. 
Jones, of the Isle of Wight Life Sav- 
ing Station. He told me to come to 
bis father’s house. Water was heated 
by a negro girl. A gallon of coal oil 
must have been used in getting the tar 
off and still some of it sticks.”

SURGEON USING 
KNIFE ON SCORES 
HELD AS LUNATIC 


Dr. Dabney of Marietta, O., Ar- 
rested While Office Is Crowded 
With Patients. 





MARIETTA, O., May 27.—With Dr. 
William K. Dabney, surgeon, who has 
practiced here for years, in the county 
jail, waiting trial, on a lunacy affi- 
davit, and Jacob Schaab, his latest pa- 
tient, dead in an undertaker’s morgue, 
hundreds of people in Marietta and vi- 
cinity are shuddering over narrow es- 
capes they think they had while on the 
operating table with Dr. Dabney han- 
dling the knife. One other patient died 
within the past few weeks. 

Dr. Dabney is now believed to have 
been insane for several months and 
during that period has performed many 
operations, some of them serious, he 
having built up a tremendous practice 
in this part of Ohio and West Virginia. 
Not a day in two weeks has passed 
without his having one or more oper- 
ations. Yesterday afternoon he was ar- 
rested by Sheriff Clark, who found the 
specialist treating a patient in his of- 
ficee The Sheriff walked through a 
room filled with people waiting to con- 
sult the doctor and took him to the 
county jail. The affidavit was sworn 
out by his wife. 

Dr. Dabney last used a knife on Jacob 
Schaab, a middle-aged farmer, who was 
operated on yesterday for cancer. Last 
night Schaab died. Two local physi- 
cians witnessed the operation while it 
was being performed and a dispute 
arose between them and Dr. Dabney 
over the latter’s roughness in his treat- 
ment of the patient and the physicians 
threatened to leave the operating room. 
They were on their way out when 
Dabney called them back, saying that 
the patient was bleeding badly and that 
he needed their assistance. They then 
returned and remained until the work 
was completed. 

Believed Unbalanced for Months. 

Many incidents are now recalled that 
lead ‘o the belief that the specialist has 
Leen unbalanced for many months, but 
it has been for the past few days only 
that his actions have been such as to 
lead relatives and associates to believe 
that his condition is serious and that it 
is dangerous to have him at large. Ac- 
‘ion in his case followed when he 
threatened bodily harm to some of his 
friends and announced that his wife 
had committed suicide. 

Of late Dr. Dabney, it is stated, has 
wanted to operate on practically every 
patient. He has persuaded scores of 
them that the only remedy for their 
cases was going directly to the seat of 
their trouble, and as a result he has had 
tuundieds of operations recently. Other 
surgecns who have watched his work of 
late say that he has performed some of 
tne greatest operations they have ever 
witnessed. 

Candidate for Congress, 

The case appeared at first to be one of 
nervous breakdown, but the physicians 
who were placed in charge of him say 
that in the past day or so he has shown 
all the symptoms of insanity. Among 
these doctors are many of the most 
prominent in Marietta. 

Dr. Dabney was Democratic candidate 
for Congress in the Thirteenth Ohio Dis- 
trict, and was defeated by former Con- 
greasman E. B. Dawes of this city. He 
nas been the head of the local school 
board and the health board and is 
known as one of the most charitable 
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The police were asked Monday to 
search for Miss Mary Joe Redmond, 18 
vears: old, of Calvert City, Ky., who dis- 
appesred Wednesday morning from a 
rooming house conducted by Mrs. Sallie 
Cromv-ell at 287 Washington avenue. 
She had threatened to kill herself un- 
less her sweetheart, James Dees, also 
of Calvert City, kept his promise to 
marry her. 


Letters found in Miss Redmonds’ room 
indicate that since she was sent to St. 
Louis in March by her father, Joseph L. 
Redmond, her mother has supposed her 
to be at St. Joseph’s Academy, near Cal- 
vert City. She was a student at the 
academy before she was sent to St. 
Louis. When she came here she en- 
tered St. Ann’s Hospital, 5301 Page 
boulevard, and she told her few ac- 
quaintances that she was studying to be 
a nurse. 

In the latter part of March, Dees, it 
is said, went to Mrs. Cromwell’s and 
engaged rooms for himselif and his sis- 
er. Mrs. Cromwell suspected that they 
were not brother and sister and ques- 
tioned him. He admitted that they were 
not related and that Miss Redmond was 
planning to run away from St. Ann’s. 


Admirer Goes Away Again, 
Dees remained only a few davs. Aft- 


er his departure Miss Redmond went to 
the house and rented a room. She took 
her meals with Mrs. Mary Wilcher, an- 
other lodger. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. Wilcher 
awoke at 5 o’clock and heard the gir! 
moving around in her room. Mrs. 
Wilcher asked her why she was up s0 
early and the girl said she could not 
sleep. She left the house shortly after- 
ward. In her room was found a note 
which stated that she was going to a 
department store to seek employment. 
She would return, the note said, if she 
failed to get the employment. 

She wore only a loose gray house 
dress, with red collar aui red belt and 
a straw hat, with brown trimming, and 
took no other clothirg with her.

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NEW YORK, May 27.—White, instead 
of black, for mourning, is the mode of 
the moment and promises to become 
the permanent fashion, according to pro- 
prietors of the fashionable Fifth ave- 
nue shops. The demand for white 
mourning accessories, especially white 
crepe, now is greater than the supply, 
the dealers say. 

Mrs. John Jacob Astor is one of the 
notables to adopt the new mode. She 
will wear nothing but white in memory 
of her husband, who was drowned in the 
wreck of the Titanic. Mrs. Astor at 
first ordered several mourning dresses 
of black, but these were returned by 
her mother, Mrs. William H. Force, who 
said she did not like the idea of seeing 
her young and lovely daughter dressed 
in black. 

Mrs. Astor’s dresses are made of soft 
material, and some are trimmed with 
rich, heavy crepe in white. Her gowns 
are simple in the extreme and the ma- 
terials are graceful and clinging. | 


Taffeta Used Now and Then, 
“We are sending out several mourn- 


ing outfits of pure white,” said the 
head of a large Fifth avenue shop, 
which makes a specialty of imported 
dresses and hats. ‘“‘We have three or- 
ders of this kind on hand now. The 
materials used are armure, which is a 
soft satin, with a dull finish; cashmere 
de soie, crepe de chine, white chiffon, 
bengaline and taffeta. 

“Taffeta is not so well liked for white 
mourning, because of its luster, but it 
is used now and then to give some va- 
riety to the wardrobe. Charmeuse, Mar- 
quisette and moire are also sometimes 
chosen. 

“For trimmings we use heavy white 
crepe, though this should be used less 
lavishly than on black costumes, as it 
is too striking in pure white. Very lit- 
tle lace or embroidery is seen on the 
new white mourning costumes, tucking 
and pleating forming the principal dec- 
orations, as this is in keeping with 
mourning wear. White moire is per- 
missable as a trimming: and for after- 
noon and evening gowns. White matt 
beads are correct. 

“The question of white mourning hats 
is not the simple one it would seem 
to be. Only an expert milliner knows 
how to diffenentiate a white mourning 
hat from other white summer hats. But 
the clever ones of the craft know 
which trimmings and straws may be 
used for correct mourning and whicb 
ones barred. For instance, an au- 
thority declares that hats of the purest 
white straw are proper and for trim- 
mings white foliage and white flowers 
may be used. 

“What is ordinarily known as white 
straw is not considered mourning. 
Mourning straw is white as the driven 
snow. Simple hats of this style may 
be trimmed with white grosgrain rib- 
ton, with moire folds or bands or 
draped with chiffon. A ‘white widow’ 
wears a white net veil having a deep 
border of heavy white crepe. She would 
not wear an all-crepe veil in white, as 
sometimes preferred by widows who 
cress in black. 

“Her shoes, -stockings, gloves, para- 
sol and every detail of her costume for 
each period.of the day should be of the 
purest white and no jewelry, of course, 
should be worn. 

“There are several reasons for the 
selecfion of white for mourning wear 
this season, and to my mind the most 
important one is the general unbecom- 
ingness of dull black. Very few wom- 
en look well in it, it has a depressing 
effect on the spirits when worn con- 
stantly and a woman who knows she 
is robed in something which does not 
become her has an additional cause for 
unhappiness. 

“Then black materials are uncomfor- 
table in warm weather. They are less 
comfortable than white or colors, be- 
cause they are said to attract and 
hold heat, while black never seems as 
clean, fresh and dainty as white, and 
besides, white is a youthful color and 
the modern woman of fashion adores 
being daintily gowned, and young look-

BELIEVED 10 BE IN 
PERIL IN MEXICO 


Line of Communication With 
Gen. Huerta’s Force Threat- 
ened by Rebels. 








WASHINGTON, May 27.—Military stu- 
dents of the revolution in Mexico be- 


lieve that Gen. Huerta, in command of 
the Federal army in the north, has 
placed his force in a perilous position 
in the eagerness of his pursuit of the de- 
feated army of Orozco, after the battle 
of Rellano. His long line of communi- 
cation, running from the City of Mexico 
northward to Corallitos, is exposed to 
the danger of complete disruption at the 
hands of a force of about 2000 rebels, 
which has suddenly developed just west 
of Torreon and many miles to the south 
of Gen. Heurta’s advance guard. 

The State Department learned today 
that, apparently aroused to the danger 
of the situation, the Federal commander 
has dispatched a considerable force to 
prevent a raid by this rebel army, which 
is under the leadership of Gen. Campa, 
a cavalry officer. The two armies hdve 
been in collision at Loma, a few miles 
west of Torreon, on the railroad to Du- 
rango, but the result of the encounter 
is not yet known.

'-* AS TO POPULAR SANITY. 

In the spirit of fatherly affection we take the 
liberty of chiding the Post-Dispatch’s able and 
usually judicious offspring, the New York World, 
for saying in connection with the Roosevelt cam- 
paign, “the main issue is not whether Theodore 
Roosevelt is insane but whether the American 
people are insane.” | 

The World dignifies Col. Roosevelt too much 
when it intimates that this great republic will 
stand or fall by the succesg or failure of his 
campaign for the presidency. It unduly exag- 
gerates the gravity of the situation—serious 45 
it is—when it stakes the life of American in- 
stitutions on the issue of his election. 

Demagogues have come and gone in the history 
of the United States. They have misled mil- 
lions of citizens. They have polled millions of 
votes. But they have not succeeded in destroy- 
ing or impairing constitutiona] free government. 
All the issues of demagogism and destructive 
radicalism which the World cites have been 
sanely decided by the ‘American people. The 
allurements of fiat money, the fantasies of free 
silver, the universal panaceas of Populism van- 
ished in the clear light of popular common sense 
and enlightened judgment. The monstrous 
menaces of slavery and civil war were powerless 
to destroy the constitutional union and free rep- 
resentative government against the courage, in- 
telligence and patriotism of the majority of the 
American people. | 

“All the marvelous political, mental, moral, 
industria] and social progress” of this nation, 
which the World notes as the fruits of American 
institutions, have been accomplished by the 
American people. They devised and organized 
constitutional representative government. They 
made it vital and effective for the development 
of free civilization. They have sustained it un- 
der every test. They will continue to cherish it. 
They will not accept in its place anything that 
is not better for the highest purposes of dem- 
ocracy. 

The sanity of the American people is not 
on trial in the Roosevelt contest. We believe 
Col. Roosevelt will be defeated in the event of 
his running for the presidency either as the 
Republican nominee or as an independent candi- 
date. But if he shall succeed his victory will 
be due to the credulity, not the insanity of the 
people. 

Col. Roosevelt may mislead the people into the 
belief that his purposes are good and his policies 
sound. They may suffer from their mistake. 
But woe to him when they discover the deception 
and awake to a realization that his promises are 
false and his words insincere. They will strip 
him of his power and pretense and leave him 
naked. But American institutions will be safe. 

We do not doubt the World’s faith in the 
patriotism of the American people or the ultt- 
mate soundness of popular judgments on public 
questions. The World ‘« too well grounded in 
democratic principles to repudiate that funda- 
mental American tenet upon which the whole 
structure of free representative government rests. 
It is probably suffering frop? a severe touch of 
Rooseveltitis which is turning the country topsy- 
turvy. 

It is not within the power of a score of Roose- 
velts to impair the sanity of the American peo- 
ple or to endanger their cherished institutions. 
We beg to remind the World of Lincoln’s famous 
saying: “You can fool some of the people all 
of the time; you can fool all of the people some 
of the time; but you can’t fool all of the people 
all of the time.” 

President Gomez may be expected to be calling 
over the back fence in a few days for the loan of 
a few of Madero’s long-range guns. 
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THE UNDISSOLVED TRUST. 
A brand-new form of trust looms on the hori- 
zon in the latest allegations, that Standard Oil, 
although dissolved, persists in its character and 
capacity as a monopoly through a system’ of 
interlocked directors. 
Is the country about to be confronted by the 
spectacle and the problem of a monopoly which 
successfully resists equity decrees of court? 
This question ig suggested anew by the allega- 
tions purporting to describe Standard Oil’s re 
adjusted condition. 
Ig the trust’s actual existence and operation 
merely dependent on men and individual means 
and not on forms, agreements, or nominal rela- 
tions? The law addresses itself only to these 
latter. It can prevent interlocking directorships, 
for example; but as now applied can it prevent 
substantial but tacit understandings and silent 
policies pursued by individuals? | 
There are probably many more ways of con- 
tinuing the operation of a “dissolved” monopoly 
than by interlocking directors. 
These considerations bring us back to what 
seems to be fundamental in the treatment of 
trust problems—that the only sure way to reach 
the trust is to reach the men who operate it; 
that responsibility ig individual and guilt is per- 
sonal. :

Amendment to Extend School Age.

I am pleased to see that Superintendent of 
fnstruction Ben Blewett is “waking up.” But 
his theory of entering children at the age of 
five is not only erroneous, but impracticable, in 
our climate. The enforced absence of pupils in 
the schools during the past winter should have 
taught our Superintendent of Instruction that 
during the inclement weather, parents living at 
any distance from school will not jeopardize 
the health of their children by sending them to 
echool even though they are considerably over 
five years of age, and no parent worthy of the 
name will send a five-year-old tot through the 
snow and the cold for kindergarten or any other 
instruction. 

Should amendment No. 1 become a law, any 
parent who fails to send his little five-year-old 
to school can be haled inte court under the ar- 
bitrary ruling of the School Board or ffhed and 
mede to pay costs as was a poor workman last 
winter upon Charity Physician Stewart's testi- 
mony, although the father of the child testified 
that he kept his little one home owing to the 
inclemency of the weather.

PRICE OF COFFEE 
CONTINUES TO RISE 


Import Figure Jumps From Six 
and a Half Cents in 1903 


to 13 Cents This Year. 


WASHINGTON. May 27.—The aver- 
age price of coffee imported into the 
United States has greatly increased in 
the last few years. A statement issued 
today by the Commerce and Labor De- 
partment’s bureau of statistics, shows 
that during the present fiscal year, the 
uverage import price has been’18 cents 
a pound as against 11 cents in 1911, $ 
cents in 1910 and 6% cents in 1903. 

The present import prices are still, 
however, below the high level 
prevailed in the period from 189 to 
1896, when the average import price 
ranged from 14 to 16. cents. 

Brazil Mr years has been the chief 
source of this country’s coffee supply. 
Of the 875,000,000 pounds imported last 
year 651,000,000 came from Brazil, as 
against 224,000,000 from all parts of the 
world, chiefly American countries, 

The bureau’s records show that more 
than one-third of the two and one-half 
billion pounds of coffee annually enter- 
ing the international commerce of the 
world, is consumed in the United States. 
Porto Rico and Hawaii are’ the only 
portions of the United States in which 
coffee is produced.
